Forester Malsberg: explained the importance ol the 
program: “Over 143 million acres or 74 per cent of the 
forest land in the South is owned by the farmer and 
mall private landowners. Observations made of this 
acreage cut indicate that only 40 per cent or less will 
maintain full forestry production in the future. In other 
vords, this group of people needs to practice better for 
estry on their woodlot Although the forest is one of 
the South’s greatest natural resources, the pulp and 
papel industry dot not lose sight of the fact that one 

the greatest human resources in the South is ow 
outh. Reaching them with a factual forestry story 
today, at the impressionable age, will reap great divi- 
dends in the methods of managing woodlands tomorrow.” 

At the beginning of the forestry camp program, the 
vocational agricultural teachers were told of industry’s 
plans for a youth forestry camp. It was explained that 
forestry would continue to play an ever-increasing part 
n southern farm economy and that the students in voca- 
tional agricultural classes would make excellent material 
for the proposed forestry camps. The teachers accepted 
the invitation to participate in the camps. It was pointed 
out that one of the important contributions the teachers 
would make would be in helping to select prospective 
campers. This selection is not haphazard, the teachers 
knowing that some of their students are more interested 
in forestry and woodlands management than others 
Those who desire more intensive forestry schooling and 
how an inclination to practice this knowledge on their 
own farm lands are given first consideration. 

Throughout the school year, the teachers remind the 
boys interested in forestry that the summer forestry 
training camp is to be held and that their present forestry 
projects will have a bearing on their selection to attend 
the camp. Later in the year, the teacher receives for- 
estry camp application forms. The teacher fills out these 
forms by interviewing a number of his most promising 
forestry students. Biographical material is noted. Spe- 
cial organizations are listed, such as FFA or 4-H Club 
memberships 

Other items, such as individual forestry activities and 
the number of hours the student has devoted to this 
project, are desi ribed on the application form Group 
forestry activities are listed. Maybe the youth has 
planted pine seedlings, helped in “Keep Green” activities, 
practiced forest fire prevention or improved his woodlot 
All this material is noted and then reviewed by a com 
mittee and the final selection is made 

In many cases in order to obtain campers from more 
diversified areas, only one boy from a county is selected 
but many times more are taken. Also, an effort is some- 
times made to take those boys who live in the densely 
wooded areas of a state 

The vocational agricultural teachers more than any 
other group have an intimate knowledge of their stu- 
dents’ abilities and their inclination toward forestry work 
Finding this type ol boy i important to the success of 
the forestry training camp program. The teachers are 
most capable in th 

In almost all cases, the individual camps are held at 
state parks, sometimes the sites being changed from year 
to year. Georgia, for instance, is so big that the forestry 
training camp is rotated each year from North to South 
One year North Georgia boys attend and the next year 
South Georgia boys at a camp in that region. Aver 
age attendance per camy approximately 100 boy: 

On the first day of camp, most of the time is spent on 
orientation. In many instances 10 or more vocational 
agricultural teachers arrive with a car load of boys 
When the teachers elect to spend the entire week at the 
camp, they are assigned as group or cabin leaders. In
